The difficulty is to steer a middle courne 
between generosity and: stinginess. To 
credit nnismals with reason, which means ex- 
perinenting with general ideas, is, in all 
probability, tco generous. To try to reduce 
them to the level of automatic,arachines is 
certrinly ‘too slingy. The fact is that the 
behaviour of animals is often intelligent, 
often instinctive,and often a subtle mingling 
of the two. But it is necessary to attach 
precise meanings to these terms.
